Called Arthur Flemming 

to inquire about forthcoming Civil Defense relocation exercise. 

Dr. Flemming said it's scheduled for Thursday, June 15th, beginning about 
11 a.m. ; to be completed afternoon of Sat. , 17th. 

President asked about his personal participation, to which Dr. Flemming 
replied they would like to have him all 3 days, at least from standpoint of 
being outside of Washington. Cdr. Beach is making arrangements 

with Willard Paul for staff, transportation, etc. President could 
decide where he would go initially, & he said Camp David. (Cabinet 
would be at High Point. ) Flemming talked to Gov. Adams this afternoon, 

& he (Adams) did not want Cabinet to participate in this particular task. 
President feels some of them should participate, to see what is being done -- 
suggested some chairman of committees, etc. Flemming also 

suggests President could mention it at legislative meeting, to avoid their 
having hearings scheduled those days.
